Engineers Report and Plans 


For $250,000 Addition to 
Water System Gets Unan- 
imous Endorsement. 


City council last night at a special 


meeting approved the plans compiled 
by Blaekbury & Barber of Columbus and 
Boston, for a water purification plant. 
While the details have no't been deter- 
mined upon it is estimated the plant will 
cost $250,000. 
The Columbus firm was recently en- 
gaged by the city to make a survey, 
and its report was read last night before 
a full attendance of councilmen. 
The report stated that the"-engineers 
had not been ablc-to get the statistics 
from the local health board on typhoid 
fever later than 1917. 


Chlorine has been used to purify the 


water for more than two years. It was 
estimated that 25 deaths out of 100.000 
were due to typhoid and that the use of 


last from two to three weeks. Today's chlorine, which will not be discountmed 
session will be devoted almost entirely 
to the opening ceremonies, the work of

posing participation in the League of 
Nations. 
Other resolutions submitted 


for consideration furnish abundant ma- 
terial for discussion of practically all 
political questions connected with the 
war and readjustment to peace condi- 
tions.

IN POLICE CLA: 


Mob of 1000 Refuses to 


Obey Police Order to 
Disperse and Shooting 
Follows. 


Hammond, Intl., Sept. 9.—Five strik- 
ers were killed and 15 wounded today 
in a battle between 10,000 former em- 
ployes ot the Standard Steel Car com- 
pany and the police. 
Two months ago 2000 workmen at the 
plant went on a strike Cor increased 
wages and improved working conditions. 
Five weeks ago there was a riot be- 
tween strikers and the police in which 
a-number of persons were injured and 
ns a result of this outbreak Governor 
Goodrich sent a regiment of the Indiana 
state militia to Hammond to restore or- 
der. The troops were withdrawn about 
two weeks ago. 
Yesterday 200 strikers 
returned to work nnd this caused con- 
siderable bad fecHng among the men 
who refused to return. 
Today when the 200 men were on 
their way to work a crowd of ],000 for- 
eign born strikers gf thered in the street 
several blocks from the plant ot the 
Standard Steel Car company and threat- 
ened them. 
Twenty policemen and twenty spcci.il 


guards employed by the company ^ were 
rushed to the scone and the crowd was 
ordered to disperse. 
The order was greeted with jeers and 


the men refused to obey. Captain Ben 
Sti'ong, in charge of the police^ then or- 
dered the leaders of the mob arrested. 
When the police attempted to execute 
the command- the crowd attacked |he 
police and special guards with sticks 
and stones and several of the strikers 
drew revolvers and fired a number ot 
shots.

Strong. 
The police then retaliated by 


firing about 75 shots into the crowd, 
killing five and wounding fifteen strik- 
ers. Later the strike leaders wore taken 
into custody. 


None of the policemen or special 


guards" wa$ wounded in the fight, 


in the new purification plant, reduced 
the number by from three to five deaths. 
The report which was lengthy and 


comprehensive, stated that the new 
plant would mean a saving of $50,000 
annually: $10,000 in the sale of bottled 
water: $25,000 in illness, and $15.000 in 
the use of soap as the purification plant 
will also soften the water. 


Under the proposed plans the plant 


will be erected near the present water- 
works building and the purchase of'new 
ground will not be necessary. A build- 
ing will bo erected but the only new ma- 
chinery needed will be a 5 k. w. gener- 
ator and a centrifugal pump. 
These 


are to be used when the electric power 
plant is not working, or presumably dur- 
ing the daytime. It was estimated the 
cost of the plant would he $250,000, hut 
no action on matter of securing the 
money was taken. 
A motion was put by Councilman 
Newkirk approving the plans and it 
was seconded by Councilman Riggs and 
was unanimously adopted. 
The next step to he taken will be the 


statement from 
the state hoard of 
health regarding the local water situa- 
tion.

STEEL INDUSTRY AGAIN 
SHOWS UPWARD TREND 


New York, Sept. 9 — Unfilled orders of 
the United States Steel corporation on 
August 30 were 6,109,103 tons, accord- 
ing to the corporation's monthly state 
ment issued today. This is an increase 
of 530,432 tons compared with the "or- 
ders on July 31. 


This is the second consecutive month 
to show an increase although it is only 
the third since October of last year. 
The upward trend in the steel industry 
began last June and there has been a 
steady improvement in conditions.

HIGH SPOTS IN PRESIDENT'S 


ADDRESS AT ST. PAUL 
"Until the industrial world is put 


on its feet you cannot finally handle 
the question ot the cost of "living. 
"We have got to see that our,jown 


production and our own methods of 
finance and our own commerce are 
quickened in every way possible, and 
. . . that no one monkeys with 
the machinery. 


"The laboring men of the world are 
not satisfied with their relations with 
their employers. 


"One point I wish to make is: that 
that the world is looking to America 
to set the standards with regard to 
the relations between capital and 
labor. 


"So long as labor and capital are 


antagonistic, production is going to 
be at its minimum. " • 


"Some of the difficulties that are 


being- encountered about the treaty 
of the League of Nations arc not so 
much prejudice, but downright ig- 
norance of the stale of the world, and 
America's relation to the state of the 
world." 


He was introduced by Governor J. A. A. 
Burnquist, who said Minnesota hoped 
there would be some arrangement to 
prevent tuture wars. 
The president congratulated the legis-' 
lature on its ratification yesterday of the 
federal 
woman suffrage 
amendment. 
First of all, Mr. Wilson said, it was 
the nation's duty to set the commerce 
of the world going by the establishment 
of peace. 
After that, he continued, 
there were domestic adjustments that 
must be made, mentioning among other 
things that railway facilities in this 
country were not equal to the demand. 


Having established a world settle- 
ment economically, Mr. Wilson declared,
